Has our morning oontemporary parted 
with his aenabB ? Is his miod ao warped 
and dittorted^by.the apeotra of oivio taxa- 
tion that he cannot bring himself to aup- 
port any scheme, however worthy, that 
has for its purpuse the advancement of 
the city and the prosperity of his fellow- 
oitizons ? What could be more abaurd 
than the deinund mude in yesterday's 
Standard that all details connected with 
;the;prdt>(»eU market should bo made pub- 
lic before the ratepayers have expreHsed 
their approval of the scheme I No par- 
son in or out of the council has the 
slightest idea where the market will be 
lue^ted; and, if they did, it would be a 
' Billy thinjj to advertise the fact in ad- 
' Tanoe, and bo enable the owner of the 
property to fix a fanc^ prioa on his lots. 
As to the cost of the market and ground 
it must not exceed §25,000. If posaible 
it will bo below thai figure, which should 
bo ample for all legitimate purposes. It 
id untrue t'lut the present council botched 
the electric light. It is- equally untrue 
that the editor of 2'he Volonid has ever 
opposed' a - public market.' The present 
council received the aohema as a legacy 
fuim the previous council, and carried it 
(lul un their lines. 'J'he printed report, 
■which can bo had at the city hall, will 
prove that. Thu editor of The Colonist 
has always iidvouHtud the establiahmeDt 
of a public market. His articles, ex- 
tending over a guattar of a century, will 
show that- he has over been one of the 
warmest friends of the pruject; and now 
that ho is in u position to prove his fealty 
to llm cause he ha.s braved the abuse of 
his morning contemporary and brought 
down a practicable scheme. This scheme 
has received the unanimous, endorsement 
of the city council. Nayj more; it has 
not only been endorsed by the councillors, 
but they have voted to increase the sum 
asked from §15,000 to §25,000! The sen- 
timent of the council is a happy augury 
of the reception that the measure will 
meet with at the hands of the ratepayers 
when the byhiw is laid before them. 'Ve 
do our contemporary no injustice when 
we say that the organ of the mossbaoka is 
hidebound; ho has set his face resolutely 
against every project that has been ad- 
vanced for the improvement of the city 
and country during the past ten years. 
Had he had his way there would be no 
watar supply, save by the primitive 
method of the cart. There would bo no 
telegraph dispatches, no telephone, no 
railway. He belongs to a past ago. He 
was born 150 years too late. The stage 
coach and the sailing packet and the Chi- 
nook ciuK would be fast enough for this 
gentleman who will not pay hia just dues 
to the city, and yet grumbles becauae 
those who do pay their taxea are anxious 
to see the city retain the supremacy it 
has reached by the enterprise and energy 
of its people. In conclusion we would 
refer our alow coach contemporary to the 
excellent letter of Ooun. Bobertson which 
will be found i n another qolum n. 

MM. WALKEMa PSILLIPIG. 

We have just risen from a perusal of 
Justice Walkem'a remarks at the Lytton 
assizes. Mr. Justice Stronc; mad-") an un- 
/mannerly and disgraceful assault on Chief 
'''Justice Begbie of tbia province. There 
are no ttro opinions on tbal^ head. When 
ho spoke of ."fmpeaohinia;" Sir.Mstthew — 
a judge who has done the Grown more 
real service than Justice Strong would bo 
capable of doing woro he to live for a 
century — ho was guilty of a gross insult 
to one of the purest men who wears the 
ermine. Here, we are proud to say, the 
offensive remark was passed over by the 
press without comment. ■ The remark was 
so palpably unjust and undeserved thnt 
the press tacitly agreed to treat it with 
that contempt which is most expressive 
because it is silent. Neither Mr. Justice 
Strong nor the whole bench nf Canada 
could damsigo the chief justice in tlio 
opinion of the people of this province. 
They look upon him as a gentleman who 
has done his duty on all occasions and 
under th»; most trying ciroumstauces. It 
remained for Justice Walkem to enter 
the lists as an officious defender of Sir 
Matthew's honor when no defence was re- 
quired and to launch a phillipic against 
Mr. Justice Strong which, however de- 
aorved, was entirely unnocesaary. The 
construction which Mr. Walkein places 
on the word "impeachment" as used hy 
Justice Strong is strained. Who, 
since the day when Captain EvanS; 
from his place in the house and 
shielded by its privilogoa, charged 
that a judge of British Columbia had 
been "bribed," has ventured to insinuate 
that the bench of this provinca is cor- 
rupt/. But the filos of the day 'iro 
searched in vain for a speech from Capt. 
Evans' leader in deprecation of the mon- 
atroos aoouBation. However, Sir Matthew 
is well able to defend himself, and needs 
no knii,'ht3 errant to Qght his battles. 
Mr. Walkuin'a charge roads more like a 
speech from the hustings than a sober 
charge from the bench; and wo are loth 
to believe that it haa boon correctly re- 
ported. Neither do we believe that he 
was a party to its {)ubljcation.

To TUB Enn'oit: — JSince that time when 
the municipal bylaw upon this subject 
was declared illegal by one of the judges 

of the supremo court no other eflforts 
have been made for tlio better regulation 
of saloona, and at the present time many 
of them keep open from midnight and 
during the small hours of morning with- 
out a word of complaint orremonstranou; 
indeed^by the taoit- aileiiee prevailing, it 
■would seem the 'conimiinity rather ap- 
proved of it. Now, thoro has been fre- 
quent nulico of nine Kibboii raoctingB, 
with accounts of how wonderfully some 
recitations woro given, and nf songs that 
wore euMral, and one hears of the mar- 
vellous eloquence t>l Mrs. Youmans in 
her advooaoy of prohibition as the grand 
remedy to make men sober; but there 
these efforts, so fi\r iia Baloon cloning at 
something like roaamiablo hours begin 
and there they end, and the piirnicioUB 
influence of this state of things remains 
unchecked. The necessity of these saloons 
being kept open at ungodly hours is a 
mystery; bat it would seem it is for the 
accommodation of a certain poi-tion of 
the community who aro never seen in the 
daytime, and only like owls show up at 
night, and whoso bad example has the 
tendency of drawing in others to join 
their ranks. It is really too bad that one 
who is not a Blue Uibboner, nor a disciple 
of Mrs. Vi'uniHus, liiiH t.o t iko this mattor 
in hand; but if tlinsn rloniousirativo folks 
in favor of tiMiipcraiioe do not stir tlioni- 
Hplvos to limit the hours for saloon clos- 
ing, and .igitato" agiiinst their keeping 
open day and niglil, their sirjcerity wy' 
w«)) bo called iu question. '

Grout thingti iirn but nn 
aggregation of huiuII things, and if wo do 
not titilizo the auiiiU thingK wo will not 
Bocuro the larger. A public market Hhoulil 
have been established yeara i\go, and thou- 
Handa of dollars would have boen saved to 
the province. lint it is bi'tlor late than 
never to bep;in a good work; and the ipit'.s- 
tiou of a market will now be put in u i)nic 
tieal form before the rateptiyurb for tln'ir 
decision. I have no doubl tlu;y will 
endorse the action of tUehf. ieproscntativus 
in the council and vote the necessary moinis 
to carry out the work. When wo take into 
consideration the large area of laud iu and 
around the ijity that may bo cultivated for 
market gardening, and the >itimuliis givuu 
to the farming districts v/heu it is kuown 
that a public nmvkt't i.s estab- 
lished iu this city, wo can 
easily perceive that the niurki't will bo 
well supplied and that the pr(,'duoor and 
cousnuier wifl meet aud trannact their bu.si- 
ness without the expense of a third party, 
which will be a great saving to them both. 
If Jones wants to buy he will go to the 
market, aud if £rown wants to sell he will 

fo there also. Brown meets Jones, and 
ones meets Brown, and !I Brown niakcii 
nice clean batter Jones will always be a sure 
customer and will give Brown nioro for it 
than take the chancu.s of dealing with a 
striiuger. The market vognhitioiis will al - 
ways eusui'ii just Weight as well us just 
nioasuremeut for other produce. ( iur.ieu- 
ers will take an iiiterest iu furnishing tlio 
market with a good supply of all kiuiis of 
garden produce and the thousands of dol- 
lars that now go out of the province for 
batter, eggs, vegetables, fruit, etc., will be 
saved to the country and circulated among 
onr own people, and not lost forever as 
heretofore. The Ohinaman's occupation 
as a public leech will be gone; his filthy 
voROtables, the direct product of the vilest 
excreta of humanity, jionred directly into 
the growing market vegetable to enlarge 
its size, ■will find no sale alongside of thoho 
grown by onr own people. Hotel, board- 
ing-house and housekeepers will no longer 
be compelled to buy from the Chinimioii, 
for they can go to the market and purchase 
pure, healthy supplies and have a variety 
to choose from. There is uo reason to fear 
taat the market will not be aupplied by the 
producers nor that the consumers will not 
go there to bnyi A public market is a sno- 
oessful institution in every town and city 
of importance iu the eastern part of tlio 
Dominion, and it is as certain to bo success- 
ful hero aa that ■water will tind its level. 
No wonder that visitors to our province 
go away in the belief that there is little land 
here "fit for cultivation aud that it is, as Mr. 
Blake termed it, "a sea of luouutains." 
The provincial fair, now concluded, was 
positive proof that a market can be thor- 
oughly supplied with produce second to 
none both for variety and q^uality, and the 
middlemen that are now so much opposed 
to the establishment of a market will have 
no reason to regret if at becomes a perma- 
nent institution, for they will then get cash 
for their goods and will find a far grifuter 
number of buyers. They will sell more and 
have the ready cash to purchase their ftook 
ill the moat favorable markets, uud the 
money that will be kept in the country hy 
the city market iu oiroulating around will 
come to them again aud again. The thrifty 
housewife with basket on her arm will soon 
find that it will pay to go to the market to 
buy her household supplies. Workiugmen 
of all grades will find it to their advantage 
both in pocket -and health to deal direct 
with the producer. Beasonable economy is 
the secret of success, and it is the opinion 
of many that the majority of us here iu this 
city hftvenot'earned it yet, audiiowthat wo 
■will have to • )ntflnd with keen competition 
the sooner we learn economy the better. 
Then is it better for us to pay ^luOO a year 
(tho interest on the money) to establish a 
market than to go on as we aro doing, and 
keep sending our tens of thousands of dol- 
lars out of the country to purchase what wo 
should grow o^urselves. Do Cosmos said: 
"Grow our own governors," but I believe it 
will pay better to grow onr own food.

So, 
Rome was opposed, wli^ro no oppo- 
aitinii was anticipated. This in.'isliM'ly 
diplomatic move on the part of China 
gained (for give tho devil Ilia du(?, China 
is iiiiister'y in diplomatic wilee), will un- 
able her in a short lime, turning her full 
attention to the suppression of the Chris- 
tian religion in her provinces. To dn so, 
she will pursue the same line, will endea- 
vor to stir up dissension and strife! bo- 
twoon Christian brethren, Slio has 
now placed herself in a position 
to say to Roman Catholics, ** The 
popo deems you unworthy of pro- 
tection or care. Our overture to him 
to establish a legato for your wolfaru 
has not boon accepted. Is it worth while 
following a religion which deppioos yaul" 
PruHSuro will (julckly follow tlio advan- 
tage gained, and Human Catholic as well 
as Anglican convertB will, ere long, feel 
their effects. Even while these notes are 
being ponnod, so quickly do ovoiita stop 
on ouch other, wo soo China in a fair way 
of attaining her ends. Tho eiivrry-legiits 
of the Vatican is abandoned, sL'-ifo and 
diBCUBsion sewn between Ctlholics and 
Protestants — conveiti massacred whole- 
sale at Tonquin and Szchuan. Before 
long tho Christian religion will be held in 
contempt and derision; its children afraid 
to moot openly, driven to seek aid and 
council, at dead of secret night; in tho 
same way aa they did before EnglanI and 
France — atood arinod and threatened her

THE liTTTON ASSIZES. 

Remarks by Mr. jTiistice Wai- 
keoi— Cases Decided. 

The' oonrt nf rvssi/.e for tho fall sitting 
was held at Lytton on Monday laat, Jus- 
tice Walkora presiding. The jury was 
aworn in, after which his lordship de- 
livered an eloquent address. In reference 
to:tiA';Sp|ioalesOMe-,he< Bho.w«d', that the 
reason of holding the trial at "Vioioria in- 
stead of Farwell was to save the exponae 
of witnesses, and the ordor was fully in 
tliQ intcroat of the prisoner. Ho depre- 
cated impeachment of the chief justice 
by Air. Justice Strong, and said, that at 
the,preBen(_^day impeachment is unheard 
of in oijM of mere »r|g prac- 
tice, and' o6uTd*'mily'bdb&'r '''in*^oaaea of 
judicial corruption. He believed tho 
chief justice hud done the prisoner no 
wrong, and was not projudicBd. Hia de- 
nunciation of Mr. Justice Strong's attaok 
was couched in severe and pointed lan- 
guage; he thought it was ill-considered, 
intem^pe^ate and Bcandaloas. It was calcu- 
lated'to aedifea'se' the respect *dlie to the 
supreme court and to impair its useful- 
ness. Hu deaired to remove any bus- 
pioioii that humane laws hud been 
trampled on in the interoot of tho Crown 
to 'the disadvantage of Spmule. Tho 
jury retired at 12 o'clock and brought 
in true bills on all the indiotmenta agree- 
ing with his lordship in condemning tho 
use of such language as that ascribed to 
Mr. Justice Strong in ruforence to tho 
action of Chief Justice Begbio in the 
Sproule case. 

The following cases wore disposed of: 
Webster, an employee of Messrs. Van 
Yolkenburg, charged with stealing, was 
sentenced to two years in the peniten- 
tiary. 

Hudson and tivo others, charged with 
stealing or recuiviiig stolen goods. Two 
wero accpiitteL] and the others ordered t o 
give bunds in ^uUU each to appear when 
called upon fur sentenpe. 

In the OBse of the two Ohinamen charg- 
ed with the murder of Edwin HoUoway, 
trackman of the C. P. R. were acquitted. 

A civil suit agaiust the C. P. It. by two 
Indians for the killing of four horses, re- 
sulted in a verdict for the company. The 
court t^djourned at 9 p. m. until 10 a. ra. 
this morning when the case of tho alleged 
murder of a man suppoaud to be one 
Dillon by three men, strangers in the 
province, comes up for trial.

Albkrni's Prooress. — Mr. John C. 
MoUet arrivec^in town on Saturday from 
Alherni, and was very much struck with 
the general improvement which has taken 
place since he was in town eighteen 
months ago. Old buildings, he says, have 
disappeared, and now beautiful cditicoa 
have taken their place, and a general air 
of prosperity seems to prevail around the 
capital. 'Great improvement has .also 
taken place since tno years in' all the 
aeitlements on the island. Whore there 
was not a settler two years ago on the 
east coast Aorth of Englishman river, now 
tho steamboat has to make stoppages in 
various places to receive passengers and 
freight, this latter being the produce of 
land and sea. Among all the new settle- 
ments on the island, perhaps, none have 
made so groat progress in so abort a time 
as the new settlement of Alberni. Two 
years ago when Mr. Mollot settled there 
there jjrgrajOnly four or five settlors, with 
no oommiinication nor any of those con- 
veniences, such as mail communication, 
roads, schools and stores.

under construction Will be. completed. 
Besides, three of 'the' best communities in 
tho valley will very soon have good roads 
to the steamer landing on tho river, ad- 
joining which a tawnaite h.is bean lately 
surveyed, where lots will, it ia expected, 
soon bo oliored for sale. Although so 
much improvement has taken place in so 
short a time stili' the. aettlers look forward 
'to the^future with every confidence that 
with the advantages they possess Alberni, 
at no distant day,- will bucomu a place of 
importance, and one of the best aettlu- 
inents on the island.

THE DBFERRED BALLOT. 

The matter of the casting vote in re- 
ference to the street inspectorship was 
then taken up. 

Coun, Lipsett asked if his worship in- 
tended to give the casting vote. 

His worabip (emphatically) : - " I do 
not." 

In answer to Coun . Smith, hia worship 
said he had consulted Mr. Richards, Q, 
C. , and asked that the city clerk read his 
opinion. 
This opinion read as follows: 
"I am of the opinion that the municipal 
councillors cannot vote by ballot in the 
appointment of officers and that any such 
voting does not create an equality of vutea 
so as to allow the mayor to vote under 
section 14 of the Act,of 1880, cap. 15." 

His worship said in answer to Coun. 
Lipsett that the city barrister concurred 
t) a certain extent in Mr. Itiobards' 
opinion. 

Coun. Lipaett said he believed that the 
city barrister had adviseed that while the 
mayor had a casting vote he could not be 
compelled to give it, and though it was 
painful for him to do so, he was obliged 
to move thitt the mayor vacate the chair 
and that a councillor take tho chair and 
give the casting vote. 

His Worship: "I rule the motion out 
of order." 

Coun. Barnard could not soo that Mr. 
Richards' opinion affected tho ma' tar. 
The question was not that a street in- 
spector should be appointed, but that one 
ot two men should bo selected fur that 
position, No councillor present was afraid 
to cast an open ballot, but it was mani- 
festly hia worship's duty to give the cast- 
ing vote. Tho muyor is nut compelled to 
give tho casting vote, but it ia his duty to 
give it and say which of the two men 
shall be appointed inspector. He believed 
with Coun. Lipsett that unless the catting 
vole is given, he must vacate the. chair, 
and consequently he Boconded his reso- 
lution . 

Coun, Humber: "I must agree with 
Coun. Lipaett unless you give some reason 
foryour action. " 

His Worship: "I believe the whole 
matter is out of order. I will not do 
anything illegal. The constitution gives 
you no power to vote by ballot." His 
worship proceeded to speak of the ex- 
penses of the city, and was interrupted 
by Coun. Barnard who asked "if his 
worship was reading the council a lec- 
turel" 

His worship said that he' would insist 
on tho council voting until they came to a 

choice. 

Coun. Humber read the bylaw stating 
that the vote should be by ballot. 

His worship said that the bylaw was 
illegal. 

Ooun. Smith said the advertisement 

calling for tenders was not correct; that 
those should have been called asking that 
a specific sura bo named for performing 
the duties of street inspector. 

Coun. Higgins aaid that he did not 
agree with Mr. Richarda' opinion. Ho 
did not believe the council had power to 
vote unless by ballot. He showed that 
in tho case of the election of a mayor tho 
voto was by ballot, and in case of » tie tho 
rolurning ollicer gave tho voto, thus per- 
forming the disagreeable duty the mayor 
shirks. Hia own term of olhco depended 
upon a eocret vote. The councillor then 
referred at length to the Municipalities' 
Act Hhdwlng the mayor's duty. 

Coun. Smith interrupted tliu councillor, 
claiming the floor, but Conn. Illggina 
persist id in beeping it, amid laughter, 
to Coun. Smith's evident disgust. 

The councillor continued speaking, and 
unnoiinced in conclusion that the council' 
lore would not vacate the poaition they 
had taken. 

Coun. Lipsett then appealed from tho 
decision of the chair. 

Cuun. Barnard said he wouid second the 
motion. 

His worship said if the motion was car- 
ried he would not leave the chair. 
Coun. Lipaett — "You must be stuck to 

it." 

Coiui. Barnard— "We would havo 
sonio difficulty in moviag so 
heavy an object," and reiterated 
that Mr. Itiohards' opinion had no connec- 
tion with tho matter whatever, Hia worship 
gave nospeoiflo reason for giving the cast- 
ing vote.^ There must be Bodie motive. 
He must feel that be will offend 
one or tho other applicant by giving an 
open voto. 

His worabip — "I am not afraid to give a 
voto to one or the other, but I am afraid to 
givQ an illegal voto. 1 believa that if you 
wanted to you could Hottlo tho ruattor in 
three miniitos. Ia tho busineSR of the 
council to dopond upon bo paltry a matter 
as the appointment of a street inspootor?" 

Ooun. RobortBou said previous mayors 
had not refusod to give n oaflting voto, and 
some good lawyers bad sat in tho chair, and 
the - maiyorj'-: now comes before tho council 
with Mr. Blohards' Himsy opinioua. Prob- 
ably it waa his opinion the mayor wanted. 

MIh worship — "I will not be insulted. " 

Coun. lloborlHou — "You are insultiug tho 
council and deferring tho buslneHH, and I 
will light the mattor out on this hne." 

The motion of Coun. Lipsett sppsaliDg 



against foe dccinion Ctl the chair was then 
put and resulted in a iie, when his worship 
voted in the negative. ' 

The division was as .ToUows : 

Yea— CouuK. Lipsett,' Barnard, Higgins 
and Robertson. 

Nay— CouuB. Smith, Slylos, Vigelius and 
Humber. 

Coun. VigoliuH moved that tho matter lie 
over for one week, suooudfld by Ooun.

The division was us follows: 

Yea— Couus. Vigelius, Smith, Humber. 

Nay— CouuH. LipBott, Barnard, Higgins, 
Robertson and Styles. 

Ooun. Lipsett then aiked if h's wor- 
ship would give the casting vote. 

His worship (decidedly): "No!" 

Chaos then reigned supreme and many 
suggestions wore niaao, but none came to 
any practical result. Hia worship de- 
clared he would hold the fort and all at- 
tempts to dislodge him failed. A motion 
to adjourn was put only to be withdrawn. 
Some of .the councillors siippbrtibd re- 
maining in their seits until the steamer, 
containing tho nmynr and tho excursion 
paity, left, while others were for lighting 
tho matter out t) an issue. Several tiinea 
the mayor's attention was called to the 
fact that there was no quorum, but it was 
found the councillors iwece still within the 
bar. While the matter was being dis- 
cussed by a knot of councillors, many of 
v/honi had coiuo to thu cuiicluaion to go 
homo, Coun. Smith annouiicod to the 
mayor that there was no (luoram, and 
this being found so the council, one of 
the stormiest yet held in this city, was 
adjourned.

Ou be- 
ing refused they went off and fi.red at the 
party.
